SAIGON (AP) — Tens <rf Oiou- 
aands of refugees, loaded down 
with household utensils and 
clothing, dogged the streets of 
Saigon today. They mett fledng 
from their hom^ in the soutii- 
am part of the city, swwming 
toto the capital’s sectare cmter. 
The refugees claimed tlta po- 
hoe were unable to give them 
any nrotoction against maraud- 
Vlet Cong bands 
to« 
“Tlie Viet Cong came to my 
dwp last niidit with cigarette 
ligmers and rifles,” a tearful 
shopkeeper said. “They were 
only Uds, but they threatened 
me and burned «town my shop. 
Now SOO homes are burned,” he 
said, pointing to a block-long 
mass <rf ruins. 
The shopkeeper said many 
people from the locality rm to 
the police headquarters MO 
yards down the road, “but the 
police never came to help, no 
one came ” 
“I have loet everything, 4 mil­ 
lion plasters worfli, and so has 
everycHie else wound me,” the 
shopkeeper said as he raked 
thiough the smouldering re­ 
mains of Ms shop. 
Moving past him on the street 
were refugees fn bicycle cabs, 
pushing their own bicycles, and 
op foot. 
City officials report 47,000 ref- 
Ogees have b om registered in 
offldal camps. The exodus from 
the heavity populated southern 
section is expected to push the 
total far above that. 
Saigon and its suburbs have 
an estimated population of near­ 
ly 3 million people.

CHARLESTON (AP) - West 
Virginia teachers probably will 
receive about a $400 yearly pay 
increase and proposed hikes in

—Gen. George Armstrong Custer said today 
in an exclusive interview with this corres­ 
pondent that the Battle of Little Bighorn 
had just turned the comer 
and he could now see the 
light at the end of the tun­ 
nel 
“We have the Sioux on 
the run," Gen. Custer told 
me. “Of course, we still 
have some cleaning up to 
do, but the redskins are 
hurting badly and it will 
only be a matter of time 
before they give in." 
“That’s good news, General. Of course, 
there are people who are skeptical about 
the military briefings on this war and they 
question if we’re getting the entire truth 
as to what is really happening here.” 
“I just would like to refer you to these 
latest body counts. The Sioux lost 5.000 men 
to our IOO They can’t hope lo keep up this 
attrition much longer. We know for a fact 
Sioux morale is low, and they are ready to 
throw in the towel." 
“Well, if they’re hurting so badly, Gen. 
Custer, how do you explain ttus massive 
attack?” 


“ IT’S A DESPERATION m o v e on the 
part of Sitting Bull and last death rattle. 
I have here captured documents which show 
that this is Phase II of Sitting Bull’s plan 
to wrest the Black Hills from the Americans. 
All he’s going for is a psychological victory, 
but the truth is that we expected this all 
the time and we’re not surprised by it." 
“What about the fact that 19 Indians man­ 
aged to penetrate your headquarters? Does­ 
n't that look bad?" 
“We knew all along they planned to pene­ 
trate my headquarters at the Indian Lunar 
New York. The fact that we repulsed them 
after they held on for only six hours is anoth­ 
er example of how badly the Sioux are fight­ 
ing. Besides, they never did get into the 
.sleeping quarters of my tent, so I don’t 


really think they should be credited with 
penetrating my headquarters " 
“ You seem to be surrounded at the mo­ 
ment, General." 
“Obviously the enemy plans have gone 
afoul,” Gen. Custer said. “The Sioux are 
hoping to win a big victory to they’ll be 
able to have something to talk about at the 
conference table. l>ook at this latest body 
count. We’ve just killed 3.000 more Indians 
and lost 50 of our men." 
“Then according to my figuring, General, 
you have only 50 men left.” 
“ Exactly. They can’t keep up this pressure 
much longer. The truth of the matter is that 
hit-and-run guerrilla tactics haven’t worked, 
so they’re now resorting to mass attacks 
against our positions. Thanks to our inter­ 
diction of their supply lines, they are not 
only short of bows and arrows, but gun­ 
powder as well.” 


AN AIDE CAME in and handed Gen. Cus­ 
ter a sheet of paper “ I knew it!” the gen­ 
eral said. “The latest body count shows 
they’ve lost 2,000 more Injuns in the last 
hour. They should be suing for peace at 
any time.” 
“ How many did we lose. General?” 
“Our losses were light. We only lost 45 
men ” 
“ But, General, that means you have only 
five men left, including yourself.” 
“ Look, we have to lose some men. but 
we’re taking all precautions to keep our 
losses to a minimum. Besides, we can al­

President Johnson’s budget message and his 
State of the Union address were keynotes in his 
campaign for re-election. 
The television screen gave me the impression 
that the President has a new pair of glasses 
Perhaps there has been some optical derange­ 
ment caused by watching two unlike coveys of 
voters at the same time. 
One of these includes people who clamor for 
more and more of the same. The other consists 
of taxpayers inflationary deficits, who w a n t 
less spending. 
Since the first covey is more numerous than 
the other, the distraught taxpayers get prudent 
rhetoric, but spenders get statistics. 
Assurance to tax- and inflation-burdened peo­ 
ple is in the State of the Union assertion that 
most increases on the domestic front are “man­ 
datory." In the budget message he designates 
t h e s e rises as “uncontrollable civilian pro­ 
grams.” 
We are thus led to believe that certain pro­ 
grams adopted earlier by Congress carry au­ 
thorized commitments over which the President 
has no control. 
The process through which the President 
calls for these increases might be called the 
“thin-edge syndrome." The President proposes 
a new program which excites great expecta­ 
tions among certain groups and interests. Its 
first-year cost is small, but the seed of Jack's 
beanstalk is planted and. therefore, year by 
year the budget requests go upward. 
The Tax Foundation recently issued a report 
on these programs covering 1955-1968 It states 
that in 13 years 112 new programs were started 
(excluding trust funds for highways and medi­ 
care). and half were started in the last four 
Johnson years. 
Spending on i u d ) programs U) their Hrs! 


years was $3.6 billion, but that rose to $16.5 bil­ 
lion in 1968. 
Few programs show diminished costs. In all 
those years, only one was discontinued and was 
replaced by a larger and more expensive pro­ 
gram for the same purpose. 
The space program, initiated in 1958 during 
the Sputnik scare, called for an initial expendi­ 
ture of 589 million. In 1968 it cost $5.3 billion. 
To quiet outcries of bureaucrats and regional 
interests, the budget message says, “We will 
not abandon the field of planetary exploration I 
am recommending development of a new space­ 
craft for launch in 1973 to orbit and land on 
Mars.” 
Then, to quiet the doubtful: 'This new Mars 
mission will cost much less than half the Voy­ 
ager program included in last year’s budget. 
Although the scientific result of this new mis­ 
sion will be less than that of the Voyager, it 
will still provide extremely valuable data and 
serve as a building block for planetary explora­ 
tion systems of the future.” 
After Mars there are seven more planets to 
conquer 
Perhaps, like the flying machine of 
Icarus, the whole business will melt and fall in 
the heat of public protest. 
Are the programs really “uncontrollable" bv 
the President and Congress’.' Certainly not. 
These rises are not automatic. They are only 
ceilings of authorizations beyond which annual 
appropriations cannot go. and Congress may at 
any time diminish or abolish the original au­ 
thorization. 
A more prudent President would not be com­ 
pelled to spend what is appropriated. Chairman 
Wilbur Mills of the House Ways and Means 
Committee has repeatedly made this clear, but 
his voice is not heard above the clamor of bu­ 
reaucrats and special interest groups

Thursday morning. Feb. I, a thousand per­ 
sons — mostly from government — prayed to­ 
gether for God’s help and guidance. 
Among them were the President and mem­ 
bers of his cabinet, the vice president, the gov­ 
ernors of seven states, a justice of the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, the speaker of the House, numer­ 
ous senators and representatives and high-rank­ 
ing military officers. 
The presidential prayer breakfast is held un­ 
der the auspices of the breakfast groups of the 
Senate and House, which meet weekly. 
Sen. Frank Carlson of Kansas presided. There 
were brief remarks by Sen. John Stennis of 
Mississippi, leader of (he Senate breakfast 
group and bv Rep Ben Reifel of South Dakota, 
leader of the House breakfast group. 


VICE PRESIDENT Humphrey read passages 
from the Bible, Gen. Harold K. Johnson, chief 
of staff of the United States Army, delivered 
the principal address. He said: 
“There is a solution to the problems of this 
world — turn to God There is a solution to the 
conflicts between nations — turn to God. There 
is a solution to the problems of our cities and of 
our streets — turn to God Not in a superficial 
way, but in a human and compassionate way — 
as man to man and friend to friend There i« a 
solution to the problem of our young — together 
with them, turn to God ” 
President Johnson declared in part: 
“America needs to grow on the strength of 
our many faiths. The nights are very long, the 
winds are chill, our spirits grow restive. For 
such 
seasons man 
was 
given 
the 
saving 
strength of faith which we summon when we 
pray. 
“It is not my right to tell other citizens of 
this free land how or when or what they should 
worship. But I can tell you that on these long 
nights your President prays.” 
Some observers may wonder whether partid- 
pat-on by high government officials in a prayer 
meeting impinges on the doctrine of separation 
of church and state. The U.S. Supreme Court 
has not banned prayers outside the classroom. 
or other school property. It has merely de­ 
clared that prayer directed by any government 
agency is unconstitutional. So it is significant 
that voluntary prayers and meetings of private 
breakfast groups h a v e increased in recent 
years. 


CLERGYMEN sometimes attend a % guests 
but do not conduct the prayer breakfasts. It 
is left to laymen to choose leadership from 
their own membership. 
The 
prayer-brcakfast 
idea was originated 
more than 25 years ago by Abraham Vereide of 
Seattle, Wash , who formed an organization 
known as International Christian Leadership. 
Its purpose was to encourage the formation of 
praver-breakfast groups throughout the country. 
No denominational affiliation has b e e n re­ 
quired and most of the breakfast groups ail* 
composed of members of all faiths 
The Senate and House breakfast groups have 
been in existence for a number of years and 
are well known. Meetings have unquestionably 
played an important part In cementing the 
friendships and associations of many members 
of Congress. 
The prpsdentia! prayer breakfast was first 
held during the Eisenhower administration The 
Feb. I meeting was the 16th.

Bearing that message from 
Albany. N Y., the Michigan gov­ 
ernor plunges today into a new 
round of talking, touring and 
hand-shaking in his campaign 
for New Hampshire’s primary 
Romney and Rockefeller trad 
ed praise Monday night on two 
Albany platforms. Even while 
his own popularity poll rating 
declined as Rockefeller’s rose. 
Romney said, the New York 
governor “has not wavered one 
whit in doing everything he 
could to help win the nomina­ 
tion.” 
For his part. Rockefeller, who 
said repeatedly he will not be a 
candidate, called Romney “the 
man the Republican party needs 
in this time of crisis, the man 
we want for the Republican 
presidential candidate this fall. 
Rockefeller sent his own air 
plane, the Wayfarer, to New 
Hampshire to fly Romney to 
and from appearances before 
the New York State Society of 
Newspaper Editors and a $50 
plate fund raising dinner attend 
ed by more than 600 Republi 
cans 
William R. Johnson, Rom 
ney’s New Hampshre campaign 
chairman, said the Albany ex 
change could help blunt any ef­ 
fort to mount a write-in cam 
paign for the New York gover 
nor in the March 12 presidential 
primary.

ANSWER: As civilization dei^oped, men found a need 
for some medium of exchange, something whidi would 
stand for the value of thii^ and be small and easy to carry 
around. Hie precious metals gold and silver were finally 
selected f«- this. HowevH*, it was a tedimu j(^ to w*igh 
each bit of gold or rilver to see what it was wmrth. Abmit 
700 B. C., the Lydian Greeks got the idea of cutting bits of 
precious metal to a certain size and thm stamping them 
with the weight or with a name or symbol which would t^ 
what the value was.

Q U ESTIO N: W hat w ere the first coin* lik e ? 
★ 
★ 
★ 
ANSWER: As civilization developed, men found a need 
for some medium of exchange, something which would 
stand for the value of things and be small and easy to carry 
around. The precious metals gold and silver were finally 
selected for this. However, it was a tedious job to weigh 
each bit of gold or silver to see what it was worth. About 
700 B. C., the Lydian Greeks got the idea of cutting bits of 
precious metal to a certain size and then stamping them 
with the weight or with a name or symbol which would tell 
what the value was. These became the first coins. Our pic­ 
ture (I) shows one of the first coins, called a stater and made 
of electrum, a natural mixture of gold and silver. It is only 
roughly stamped. But in the stater of Ephesus (2), the design 
of an animal appears. With the gold stater of Croesus, king 
of Lydia to 546 B. C., two better drawn animal heads ap­ 
pear. Then the wonderful Greek city (rf Athens began to make 
beautiful silver coins such as in (4). They stamped a head 
on one side and a symbol on the other, creating a pattern 
which has been followed in many coins down to the present 
day.
